THE APACHES. 


Trouble. 


Bitter Feeling Against the Reservation In- 
dians— Missing **Wards’’—Hostile Criti- 
cism of Gicn. Crook by Citizens. 


Lorpssure, N. M., ¥March 31.—A 
Richmond, New Mexico, special says: 
J. H. Carroll, an old pioneer of this 
Territory, and resident of the Gila val- 
ley, was surrounded by a band of In- 
dians about four miles north of the Car- 


lisle mine, just before dark last night. 
By abandoning his horse he managed to 
escape into the rocks, and made his way 
to Richmond on foot, a distance of 
twelve miles. Four pack animals, with 
full packs of Indian goods came into 
Shakspeare last night. Three of the 
horses were branded ‘J. W. F.,”’ and 
are supposed to have strayed from In- 
dians passing east of this place. 

BITTER FEELING AGAINST THE INDIANS—A 
SECRET SOCIETY FOR THEIR EXTERMINA- 
TION. 


San Francisco, March 30.—Alfred 
Tobin, a gentleman of this city, has just 
returned from an extended visit to Mex- 
ico and Arizona, during which he had 
an opportunity of judging of the trouble 
at present existing with the murderous 
Apaches. He says in connection with 
the persistent annoyance to which the 
white settlers are subjected, that the 
finest land in Arizona 1s wholly at the 
merey of the savages, who refuse to 
allow any improvements to be made 
upon them, and which are wholly value- 
less from lack of cultivation. This is 
particularly the case at the headwaters 


of the Yaqui river, where the land is 
covered with vegetation, and which 
might, under the influence of whites, be 
fransformed into flowering fields. Nat- 
urally they feel incensed at the refusal 
of the Indians to allow any progress to 
be made in this direction. Referring to 
the statement made by Gen. Crook that 
the Indians on San Carlos reservation 
were meek as church jambs, and under 
no pretense could be induced to violate 

their allegiance to the Great Chief, he 
said the utter falsity of that statement 
is proved by an accident which recently 

occurred during his trip up the Sonora; 
road. A fight had taken place between 

some Mexicans and a band of Apaches, 

in which four of the latter were killed. 

Examination of the bodies disclosed the 

fact that these Indians belonged to 

Crook’s proteges, as the blankets worn 

by them were marked with a tag which 

is affixed to Indians of San Carlos agency. 

To such an extent had whites been ex- 

asperated that they formed themselves 

into a secret society for the avowed pur- 

pose of extermination of the Apaches, 

and pledge themselves to shoot every 

mother’s son of them on sight, and thus 

effectually put an end to further trouble 

from that source. 

RESERVATION INDIANS MISSING. 

TompsTonE, March 31.—A special to 
the Epitaph from Globe says: The 
shortage of rations issued this week is 
less than usual, amounting to seven 
thousand pounds on count-day. Sim- 
mons, who does that work, said to 
Chief Skunk-Tail: ‘‘Damn you, there 
is not one-sixteenth of your band here, 
and I will not count you out at all.”’ 
Another chief was eight men short out 
Mass meetings will 
be held throughout the county to take 
steps regarding the Indianquestion. A 
meeting will be held here to-morrow. 
The Indian scouts number one hun- 
dred. They have not arrived yet. No 
news is received of any engagement 
with troops as yet, althongh they are 
said to be in hot pursuit. 
AGENT WILCOX OBSTINATELY DENIES. 
Sr. Lovis, March 31.—A_ correspon- 
dent of the Republican, writing from 
Globe, Arizona, under date of the 30th 
inst., referring to the Indian troubles, 
says: ‘‘Agent Wilcox obstinately de- 
nies that any Apaches are off the reser- 
vation. He has demonstrated that the 
massacres now in progress in both Ter- 
ritories are perpetrpted by White Moun- 
tain Apaches, with some of Juh’'s and 
Jeronimo’s Chiricahuas, fresh from 
Mexico. 

THE CORRESPONDENT'S VERSION. 
These latter are San Carlos Apaches, 
who left the reservation Sept. 30, 1881, 
returned unmolested to San Carlos the 
following April, reinforced and strength- 
ened by the accession of Chief Loco’s 
band, and after killing Chief of Police 
Sterling and an Indian scout, went on a 
grand raid through the Territory. Af- 
ter killing 143 persons altogether, they 
returned to Mexico, from which they 
have recently emerged again. Com- 
munication has been kept up all winter 
between these Chiricahua chiefs in 
Mexico and their confederates in San 
Carlos, and a thorough understanding 
exists between them. The feeling 
against General Crook is outspoken and 
severe because he has not made himself 
acquainted with the tact and taken 


meet the Indians, who were known to 
be coming up from the south. 


A Much-poisoned Suitor. 
Fort Wortn, Texas, March 31.—R. 
F. Gibbs, formerly with Cooper’s circus, 
committed suicide because Mamie John- 
son, a notorious woman, refused to 
marry him after preparations had been 
arranged. He swallowed a decoction of 
laudanum, arsenic, morphine, and sul- 
phate of zinc. Johnson is the woman 
on whose account John Morris, a well- 
known gambler, was killed a year ago 
by Wm. H. Raynor, son of the Solicitor 
of the United States Treasury. 
Fishing-Smacks and Sailors Lost in

RUFACTURES. 


That no country ever grew rich by 
agriculture alone is, we think, a sound 
proposition. Manufactures are needed, 
It is through the solidarity of 


Examples of the benefits which manu- 
factures are working to the States of 


the South, for instance, are numerous. 


Here issone of the most striking: 
‘‘ Eleven years ago a number of North- 
ern capitalists staked out a town in 
Alabama, and called it Birmingham. 
To-day the town has 10,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is drawing new residents at 
the rate of 5000 a year.~ In the town 
and its immediate vicinity, 7000 per- 
sons are employed in coal mines and 
iron-works.’’ We commend this strong 
bit of information to the business men 
of Los Angeles. It is a good thing to 


load up their pipes with, that they 


may smoke and ponder. True, we have 
here no coal or iron foundation upon 


which to build grand superstructures ; 


but the field for manufactures is by no 
means a barren one. California has 
grown within a very few years from a 
purely pastoral, agricultural and min 
ing State into a community where 
manufactures’ now make a_ very 
respectable showing as compared 
with the manufactured products of 
other States of the Union. 
The southern country has, from the 
uature of things, been ‘backward in 
coming forward” as a manufacturing 
section, but we in Los Angeles have 
inade some progress, and there is 
abundant means and opportunity here 
for making a great deal more. The 
metropolis of South California must 
keep up her end of. the beam in this as 


~ in all other matters which go to affect 
‘the future material greatness of half 


the State. 


ALEXANDER H, STEPHENS. 


A most trenchant, severe, ething 
review of the political character of 
the late Alexander H. Stephens is that 
reprinted from the Denver Tribune in 
another part of to-day’s Times. It is 
customary to speak well of the dead; 


---and the TrmEs, in common with the 


great majority of the press of the 
Union, of nearly all shades of political 
hus endeavored to find 
something good to say of the dead 
Georgian, and has passed lightly over 
the great political sin of his life—his 
adhesion to the enemies of his coun- 
try in her desperate life and death 
struggle. We did this, not because 
we had forgotten his great crime, 
or altered our . opinion of its 
enormity, or renewed our faith 
in the patriotism of the man who de- 
liberately sinned with light; but we 
preferred the more grateful task of 


‘dwelling upon the better traits and the 


truer deeds of the departed. We have 
no relish for ‘‘ bouncing”’ a man in his 
cofiin. 

Yet we are not prepared to say that 
the review of our Colorado cotempo- 
rary, severe as it is, passes the bounds 
of just criticism in its essential parts. 
It does not belie history nor distort 
facts. It measures Mr. Stephens’s 
political character by a rigid stand- 
ard, but none too rigid, considering 
the education, the training, the lights 
and the surroundings of the man. 
Stephens was not, as Jefferson Davis 
was, @ man who had all his life, up to 
the inauguration of the rebellion, be- 


. longed to the Calhoun school of 


Southern politicians, whose disciples 
believed, or professed to believe, in 
the “constitutional” right of secession 
Hence the greater 
enormity of his offense when he delib- 
erately set about the malign work of 
attempting the destruction of his coun- 
try. It is his own acts that can be 
brought up in judgment against Mr. 


Stephens with most telling effect. The. 


judgment of history cannot be set 
aside in his case: it must stand; and 
it is this judgment which is the great 
obstacle in the way of the biographer 
when he approaches the task of por- 
traying in eulogistic terms the public 
acts and political character of the late 
Vice-President of the defunct South- 
ern Confederacy.., 

A more moderate and less thorough 


criticism of the dead Geor- 
gian, called out by the an- 
nouncement of his death, was 
published by the New York 


Times. Ina very gcod article it said 
of Mr. Stephens that in the course of 
Lis political career he “seemed very 
often on the point of -ecoming great 
through adherence to a great and 
sound conviction in the face of over- 
whelming Opposition; but he always 
failed. He stood many times as a dike 
against rushing water, but he always 
gave way. The strength of his moral 
nature was just below the safety point 
of resistance to the strain upon it. He 
disappointed and vexed the Secession- 
ists quite as bitterly as he did the 
Unionists, because of his incapacity to 
embrace a cause with his whole heart. 
Need it be said that the greatest mis- 
fortunes of states come upon them 
when such men as Mr. Stephens are 
set to guard against dangers from 
without and within?’ He knew his 
weakness as well as others, but he 
called it obedience to the will-of the 


- majority.” 


This is the point exactly. It was 
this spirit and this weakness that made 
Mr. Stephens say in his speech against 
secession, delivered betore the Legis- 


_ lature of Georgia on the 14th of No- 


vember, 1860—before any State had 
seceded— | 
“Should Georgia determine to go 


with them, whatever the result may 
be, I shall bow to the will of her peo- 
ple. Their cause is my cause, and 
their destiny is my destiny; and I 
trust this will be the ultimate course 
of all. The greatest curse that can be- 
fall a free people is civil war.” 

Thus, in a speech against secession, 
he surrendered his Union principles in 
advance, giving notice that he held 
himself ready to fall if sufficiently 
tem pted. 

He was tempted, and before one 
hundred days had passed he had ac- 
cepted the second place in the govern- 
ment of the rebel confederacy. 


Tue first blow straight from the 
shoulder at Ben Butler’s aspirations 
for the Presidency comes from the 
Richmond Dispatch, which says: “In 
the name of reason why should the 
Democrats, now that they have so fine 
a prospect of success, go outside of 
their own party to take up sucha 
character as Butler?’ This indicates 
an unmistakable nervousness lest the 
Democratic party should commit one 
of its quadrennial blunders in 1884. 
It will do it if there is half a chance. 


Tue Public, after a careful analysis 
of the new tariff bill, reaches the con- 
clusion that it will effect a reduction 
in duties of $37,000,000 a year, and 
cut off more than $40,000,000 of inter- 
nal revenue.

ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS: 


Life of the Ex-Vice-President of 
the Confederacy. 
From the Denver Tribune. 

Alexander H. Stephens has been a 
political Lazarus. The war killed him 
und the magnanimity of the republic 
raised him from the dead. He had 
patriotic instincts and sectional cow- 
ardice. He never possessed the morai 
courage to fiyht his surroundings. If 
he had been born in the North he 
would have been an intense Unionist. 
His Georgia associations made him a 
deprecating secessionist. He wanted 
to do right, but was afraid to. When 
the war first broke out he raised his 
voice against the crime of national 
dissolution. Numbers conquered rea- 
son, and he went with numbers. Geog- 
raphy had more to do with it than 
judgment. He sacrificed right to 
locality, and he took his chances with 
the insanity of rebellion. A constitu- 
tional lawyer of unusual ability, he de- 
fepded an attack upon the constitu- 
tion. An American with mellow ideas 
of nationality, he sacrificed every- 
thing to sectionalism. A citizen of a 
republic, he fed his best years as fuel 
to slavery. When he was elected gov- 
ernor of Georgia, his election was a 
vindication uf the republic and a con- 
demnation of himself. Under usual 
conditions he would have been hanged. 

We have no desire to be bitter, but 
when a man knows better and does 
not show the manly assertion of 
knowledge he deserves no praise and 
little pity. A clean life and a Chris- 
tian hfe do not palliate a stab at the 
heart of the Union. Alexander H. 
Stephens knew better. He knew that 
he was a traitor when he stultified 
himself and supported the treason 
which he bad but a short time before 
denounced. With eyes open and a 
head clear, he sought to destroy the 
republic. A moral coward, he be- 
came a traitor becuse the local atmos- 
phere was full of treason. Wrong 
was rampant, and he went with it, 
knowing it was wrong. 

In his case there was no excuse, be- 
cause sophistry could not reach him, 
He went into a tropic cal movement 
with an arctic mind. “le had an in- 
tellect as severe as the wire-grass ot 
Georgia. He was as logical as fate. 
The scales were never before his eyes, 
and he never had the warmth to color 
wrong into enthusiasm. He was de- 
liberately mistaken. He played a 
game of chess in which the safety of 
the republic was the stake, and he 
never missed a move nor lost a point. 
Since his retprn to public life many 
kindly things have been said of him. 
Of the man they could be said. Of 
the citizen they were a concession of 
magnanimity to treason. Of all the men 
who joined the South in its mad mas- 
querade of independence he had the 
least excuse. His blood was never 
warm 1n his brain, and his course was 
the murder of patriotism by social 
cowardice. 

Since the war has 
structed.” 
forced him back to reason. He has 
given an occasional admission that 
the Union was good for something 
after all, and has claimed considerable 
consideration because he approved of 
the government which failed in its 
duty when it did not hang him. On 
the floor of the house he was a useful 
member because he had brains enough 
to make him useful. He has been 
ee, because it was part of his 

fe policy to recognize a situation and 
take advantage of it. He always 
knew his atmosphere,and thus kept his 
head above troublous waters. - He had 
the instinct of anticipation, and this 
helped him along. A political Joseph 
Surface, he indulged in “sentiment.” 
Had he belonged “to the old regime in 
France he would have. been one of 
the first to knock at Napoleon's court 
for admission. He had presence of 
mind enough to fawn gracefully. He 
was actor enough to be a dignified 
traitor. He was logical enough to be 
a smart coward. He was quick 
enough to become a brand snatched 
from the burning. With one foot in 
the grave, the other always touched 
the future. He could do the egg dance 
very artistically. 

In the late confederacy there were a 
great many private soldiers. They 
had a false inspiration, and they act d 
on it. The majority of them fought 
blindly to the bitter end. They had a 
con‘used idea of an invasion and a defi- 
nite idea of a defense. They went 
from tilled fields and quiet homes, 
marched around the circle, and came 
back to find desolation where they had 
left peace and plenty. Any one of 
these men was a stronger figure than 
Alexander H. Stephens. Deliberately, 
and with a full knowledge, he became 
a partof the most criminal rebellion 
the world has ever known. With cal- 
culation he became a part of a gigan- 


been “recon- 


tic tragedy. Against his judgment 
and without a quickening ef blood, 
he epcouraged and assisted in the hor- 


rors of war. With conscience and 
with knowledge he sought to perpetu- 
ate anerror of murder. An Ameri- 
can, he strove to destroy his country. 

He is dead now,and it is customary 
to speak kindly of the dead. But we 
cannot speak kindly of him. He 
knew better than he did, _ he 
made conscience second to am- 
bition; in the court of liberty he 
was a felon; inthe eyes of man he was 
a coward; in the judgment of history 
he was a derelict; in the record of his 
country he is and will continue a trai- 
tor. Time cannot explain away the 
stain. It is there, and 1t will remajn. 
He wrote his own epitaph in the bit- 
ter days of 1861. Time has eaten 
away much of the record from the 
stone, but antiquarians are better 
than romancers and history will put

Opposition to the Game Law—A Strong Duck

Opposed to the Law. 

In order to show the spirit in which 
the game law is viewed in dftfferent 
“nate of the State, we publish the fol- 
owing from the Sierra Valley Leader: 

“The Legislature did a very foolish 
act when it amended the game law by 
making the close season for quail, 
vrouse, etc., extend from March Ist to 
October ist. It really amounts toa 
prohibition against the killing of 
qjuail in the higher points of the Sier- 
ras. This is apparent when it is con- 
sidered that by October Ist there are 
generally no quail hereabouts, they by 
that time having started for their win- 
ter quarters below. However, as it is 
unlikely that the sportsmen in this vi- 
cinity will observe the law, it is not 
necessary to piedict fearful results to 
arise from the operation. We object, 
however, to the California Sportsmen’s 
Association ruling the game of the 
State. The law may be all right for 
the lower and coast counties, but it 
won't do for the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, and in this connection per- 
mit us to remark that the absurdity of 
the Legislature in passing a uniform 
iaw for the protection of fish and game 
equally in allfportions of the State, 
must beapparent. A further ‘illustra- 
tration of this is the supposed protec 
tion to fish, afforded in making the 
close season for them from November 
ist to April ist, duving the usual 
spawning season. As many of the trout 
of the mountains spawn in June, the 
protection (?) amounts to a license to 
kill them when they should be pro- 
tected. There are scarcely two coun- 
ties in the State that require the same 
protectionary measures, the 
Bourds of Supervisors of the several 


counties, being better acquainted with | 


the wishes of the people, should have 
the sole power to regulate the fish and 
gane law.” 

The Leadér may be right on some 

ints, but experience has proven that 
Réards of Suparvisors cannot be trust- 
ed to make laws for the protection of 
game. In every instance in which 
they have assumed to. tinker the law, 
it has been to favor the destruction of 
game.—|Sac. Bee.
